FENG YU-HSIANG ACTIVE 


May Succeed Yen Hsi-sban os 
*-Commander-in-Chief 


Shanghai, Last Night. 
It is most unlikely ‘that the 
situation in the North will bo do- 
finitely settled In favour of peace aa 
& consequence of Marsha] Yen Hail- 


‘shan’s retirement. Yon's decision to 


retire is prompted by the fact that 
General Chang MHsuch-Hang, tho 
Manchurian war lord, . has openly 
refused to extent to him a helping 
hand .,against Nanking, as was 
evident in “his circular telegram 
recently issued, advocating pence 
and sending troops into the Great 
Wall to back his suggestion, 

Tho defection of Han Fu-chu and 
Shi Yiu-san (Honan, Goncrals sup- 
porting Yen), however, is not re- 
garded as a very serious blow to tho 
antl-Nanking alliance, because they 
have not really turned their alleg- 
fance to Nanking. at heart, although 
o huge sum of money from Nanking 
would help to restrain: their rebel- 
lous action for the time being and, 
at any time in the future, they are 
expected to support their ex-mnster, 
‘Fong Yu-hslang, to defy Nanking 
again, 

Anti-Nanking Activities 


According to the latest report 
from the North, the antl-Nanking 
activities aro atill prevailing no less 
In Shansi. Marsha) Fong Yu-hsaiang 
has signified his declaion not to 
follow Yen Hel-shan to retirc, on 
the ground that his presence in 
North China {s “needed” to handle 
tho military affairs during Yen's 
absence. 

‘ There fs a wild) riimour in clr- 
culation that Fong Yu-hslang may 
succeed Yon Hel-shan as Com- 
mander-in-Chiof of the Ani!-Chinng 
Kal-shok Armies. 

Kwangelites Occupy Pakhal

Those who read the ad- 
ventures of Dr, Thorndyke and his 
friend and counsellor, Dr. Jervis, 
will no doubt feel the inclination 
to smile cynically and declare that 
these characters are merely the 
shadows of Sherlock Ifolmes and 
Dr. Watson. To a grent extent this 
is true, and probably Mv. Freeman 
would be willing to admit that he 
took Sir Conan Doyte’s characters 
as‘his model. But, Mr. ‘Freeman 
has gone one better than. Sir 
Arthur; ‘in’ imitating he has 
improved. He has invested 
Dr. Thorndyke with all the 
charm and interest = which 
constituted the personality of 
Holmes, and the, doctor frequent- 
ly uses identics! methods of deduc- 
tion. Beyond that, the tales differ, 
and Mr. Freeman's stylo is much 
cleverer and more precise thon that 
of Sir Arthur.

MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS

Particulnr Cases Cited 

Let nie, at this point, dwell upon 
one or two particular cases. ql) 
In the first place, the renunciation 
of the married state, The value of 
the experience which we know as 
marringe is to-day regarded a4 one 
in which the gront majority of per- 
gons ought to participate, and ex- 
ceptions deliberately made are rare. 
It must ‘be remembered, however, 
that this has not always been the 
cage, and that In India there has 
been ao traditional tendency to Mmit 
the enjoyment of that experience to 
na certain more or less strictly defin- 


ed period of life, while some groups 


have held the view that the murrled 
atate was an inevitable obstacle to 
the experience of higher values, and 
ag such should be entirely omitted. 
Temptation Acute 

(2) In the second place the re- 
nuneiation practised by the man who 
Is devoted to some branch of study, 
let us say selentific research. For 
bim any lapse from the discipline of 
concentration Ia evil. If hoe lapses 
he fs guilty of disloyalty to his own 
scheme of life. ‘The temptation to 
such disloyalty may be at times 
acute, but it is his duty to reslat It, 
and to stick to his own value, aven 
though it will probably Involve. a 
cortaln narrowness of outlook, as 
was secon In the classic Instance of 
Charles Darwin. (3) In the third 
place, it Is found that certain sorts 
of. experience, If irregularly or ex- 
cessively indulged in (or perhnps if 
Indulged in at all, or even more than 
once), actunily endanger the pos- 
sibility of othor types of experience 
held by general consent to be of 
relatively higher value. Indulgence 
tn these lower. experiences will then 
become an avil. 

Telsured Clase an Evil 

To take nn more Inter- 
cating example than the ob- 
vioun one—the experience’ of get- 
ting drunk—the dominant group In 
Ruasta (in' opposition to the typo 
of thought reproaonted by Mr, Clive 
Boll) haa decided that freedom for 
certain individuals to indulyo- fn the 
oxporlance of belonging ton lotaured 
clnaa in dangerous both to them: 
solves and to the community, and Ja 
bolfoved to imperil the values which

‘community, 


lefsured class is thus an evil, and 
an evil which is not merely a pri- 
vate sin but an offence against the 
otherwise a crima. It 
follows, therefore, that any attempt 
to indulge in this particular expert- 
ence ig punishable on the part of 
the community, and from the point 
of view of those wishing to fn- 
dulge in the experience this means 
what is commonly called persecu- 
tion. We may note fn passing that 
-the persecution of Protestants by 
Catholics has meant nothing more 
nor less than that Indulgence in the 
experience of private Judgment fa 
held by the latter to be dangerous, 
nnd loglenily therefore must be for- 
bidden, (Pacifism during a state 
of war is another Instance). 
Definition of Religion 

‘In religion the value selected for 
experience progresses in description, 
and it is worth remembering Hoff- 
ding’s definition of religion ns ‘the 
conservation of values.’ This do- 
finition, however, will not hold: un- 
leag we include under the term much 
primitive religion which is really 
primitive science, and «which Sa 
utilltarian and — anthropocentric. 
Splritual religion is obviously con- 
cerned only with the conservation 
of tho {dont values. I do not pro- 
pose to embark upon a detailed dis- 
cussion of the point, but merely to 
content mysclf with pointing out 
that the experfence of contemplat- 
Ing tho peraonnlity of the Delty in 
all His spiritual’ bonuty and perfec- 
tion haa so captured soma membors 
of the human race that their re- 
nuncintion has taken the form of 
giving up ovorytfiing whatsoever 
which may conceivably hinder them 
from such contemplation. They 
have aolected tho experience of con- 
tomplation and eliminated almost 
all .othor oxperlences. OL course 
the bodlly appetites form the chief 
hindrance to thls selection, and 
with them may bo bracketed tho 
cares’ and riches and plenaures of 
thla life (womo would alav add ita 
social dutles). 

Disclpline Necessary 

Observation’ teaches furthor 
that. man's attontlon wandora 
and atraya from this 
contemplation, and hag to bo pulled 
back again, ‘Tho apirit ja willing

If we consider the etymo- 
logy of the word ‘asceticism,’ we 
shall find that its orlgin lieg in the 
idea of the discipline which is 
necessary to’ the practice of un art. 
Askesis, therefore, in ity religious 
sense, is the discipline necessary to 
the conservation of the highest idea}, 
yoluea, of which the aeme i3 re- 
garded as the practice of the art 
of holiness, and‘ especially the art 
of divine contemplation. 


But we have- not yet exhausted 
the causes of renuneintion. The 
sccond great reason for its adop- 
tion by human beings fs a sense 
of uneasiness, based upon a special 
fact of experience, Le. the existence 
of cvil, and fssuing in many 
instances In one or other of two 
theories about life as lived upon 
this planct and its ultimate destiny. 
There ja first the theory which may 
Perhaps for convenience sake bo 
labelled as dualistic or Manichean, 
and which regards personal life in 
the world as the imprisonment of 
the soul in a ayatem which is cither 
imperfect and full of fitusion 
(“name and form”) or sheer evil 
(“the world a smudge”). The 
cosmos is not always felt to be 
“very good." ‘There Is in the second 
place the theory that human life 
on the planet with all its accom- 
panying interests’ Is shortly to be 
dissolved. Obviously the selection 
of valuca which we make will de- 
pend immensely upon whether we 
think our race has still many cen- 
turfea of existence in front of it, 
or whether on the contrary we be- 
Neve the whole “sorry achome of 
things ontiro” to bo tottering upon 
the brink of annfhilntion, The 
first of these views we may call 
moral pensimlam, the sccond acion- 
tific posaimism. With regard to the 
firat, {t ta obvious that whatever 
form our rationolizatlon of ‘tho 
facta may take, whether a doctrine 
maya, or that of a pre-cosmic cor- 
ruption of the world’s soul, or 
merely a bellef In the prononess of 
the human character to deteriorate 
when dlacipline fs relaxed—Iin each 
enne there would bo ample room for 
askeals; and this is precisely what 
{s found to be the case, Only those 
who Ilvo In sheltored acadamic clr- 
eloa, far removed from the tempta- 
“ons of sex or commerce, can dv- 
lude‘themaolven with the ‘comfort- 
ablo doctrine that the fomes pec- 
eatt 13 really nalwnya the fomes 
virtutia; and oven these have some- 
timer fallon into the alna of Intem- 
poranco, Intellectual pride, or patty 
meanness, The. modern world 
should be in no danger of forset- 
ting this. © It haa been obaerved 
(hat’ whereas tho heroes and 
‘horofnen of the Lausinc history re- 
fred to wreatle with demons, man 
to-day ratires to wreatlo with his 
comploxes. Mutsto nomine de 
noble fatnuila narratur, With rer 
ward to the aecond view, In spite 


of its importance, I regret that it 
will be impossible to discuss - it 
fully in this paper. For some in- 
teresting remarks upon it I would 
refer my uwudience to the cleventh 
chapter of Dr, Broad’s Tarner Lec- 
turea on “The Mind and its place 
in Nature,” and would only add 
that so far as I know we are still 
awaiting Professor A. I. Taylors 
counter-reyly to them, 


One further motive for renuncia- 
tion may ‘be referred to. In the 
choice of experience a number of 
items may be abjured merely for 
the, reason that they are incidental 
and of little or no value in the 
education of the soul for its great 
final experience. As such they are 
4 positive hindrance to those who 
desire to leave them behind und to 
press on to the prize of. the high 
calling set in front of them. J can 
add to the sum total of my ex- 
perlenees by attending boxing 
matches and race meetings, and 
never betting to a higher extent 
than I enn afford, or by going to 
o revue or a cabaret or a film show 
once a week; and by so doing 1 
may inflict little or no harm on 
myself or others. I may alao read 
a great many trivial novels, If If 
give up these and other similar oc- 
cupations I shall narrow my life, 
but I shall have more timo and 
energy to devote to the cultivation 
of other and os It would secm moro 
{mportant experiences. (Mgr. Ben- 
son, We: may remember, makes his 
contomplatlve young man, Algy 
Banister, refer to hls conventionalist 
family as “quite mad.”) The chief 
ond of mon, and his Intentness

: A EUROPEAN LIBRARY? 


It is imypossitle to obtain the 
latest books at the City Hall 
library. Not entirely the fault of 
the Committee, which has only a 
meagre grant from the Govern- 
ment, the paucity of readnbie 
literature in the public library {3 
appalling. Tho beoks that have 
survived destruction are often 
spotted with the grease . of 
Oriental dishes, and one never can 
be sure in whose hands they last 
reposed, What is needed in Hong 
Kong Is a library for Europeans, 
run and organised by 2 committec 
independent of Government aid 
or interference. <A local Book 
Society should be formed, the 
membership limited to [Euro- 
peans, and cach member he asked 
to contribute one new book every 
month, in addition to his sub- 

scription, In this manner” the 
nucleus of a very fine modern 
library would seon be obtained, 
and one. would be uble to read 
with the comfortable aasuranco 
that he would stand a reasonable 
chance of avoiding typhoid.

Buying 


There are four allk stocking tests 
that any woman can apply, and be 
sure they are etl it, Hinee they 
are used in factories during the 
grading process, : 

First, sqteeze the silk between 
the hands, tu discover whether it 
js real or artificial, lRenl silk is 
pHable, but artificial silk is rather 
apringy and usually has a sort of 
super glows on ft. This gloss is 
not Ao readily detected in artificial 
ght, of course, thousgh there ean 

~be no mistake when it is examined 
by daylight. 

The second test is that of weave 
and texture, and any defects here 
may be seen at once simply hy hold.

000,000 in 1929 represents an ad- 
vance of 22 por cent. over the pre- 
vious year, | .

The Taxpayer's Burdens 
at Home 


Onv of the more important questions 
In connection with rout trafic, which 
will have ulthnately to bo facad, is the 
manner in which road costa are to be 
dintributed , amongat tho community.

genorations of novices . that one 


soldom hears the question asked, as 
it used to- be in the old days: 
“Should 1] take the clutch out when 
I put the brake on?” 


Slowing Down 


. There are, however, one or two 
points in connection with engino 
braking ‘that are not thoroughly 
understood. The most important is 
that while the degree of braking 
power naturally varies with differ- 
ent engines, according to their sizo, 
their relation to the weight of 
the car, and the degree of compres- 
sion possessed by them, a far more 
important divergence between dif- 
ferent engines in this respect is 


‘Jeuused by their rapidity, or other-

This is 2 point which is not often 
considered; but just as some cars 
aecelerate very much more quickly 
than others, so some tend to slow 


down to their set idling speed. when |.

This is a point, by the way, that 
js worthy of consideration in con- 
nection with the free wheel. Many 
people are afraid of the latter de- 
vice on account of the obvious fact 
that it deprives the driver of the 
use of the engine a3 a brake. But 
thie, when one comes to think about 
it, matters only when there in a 
sudden emergency; and then, as I 
have tried to show, engine braking 
power may be 80 delayed as to be 
useless. : 

When descending strange and 
potentially dangerous hills, it is pos- 
atble to lock the free wheel; then a 
low gear may bo used and the full 
engine braking may be employed. 
So far as traffic driving Is concern- 
ed, there is very little In St with tho 
average cnr, . and the tendency of 
the ear to float along indofinitely in 
“free” is very quickly learnt and 
counteracted either by cutting out 
earlier on the throttle or by sym- 
pathetic checking with the brake. 

Cars That Jump 

In regard to the use of the engine, 
vin one of the lower genrs, as an 
extremely powerful brake on stcop 
and dangerous hills, many beginners 
commit a serious fault and risk a 
really ‘bad mechanical brenknge by 
gotting into too low a gear. They 
find.that the braking power gained 
thereby is so great that the car will 
not drop down the hill, 80 they take 
the ‘clutch out to Jot the vehfclo 
gather way. 

On the Instant, {f tho hill Is really 
steep, the car jumps ahend and 
frightins the inexperlenced driver, 
so that, to prevent the car from 
running awny, he Ieta the clutch in 
hurriedly. 

When you imnginc that the en- 
xine Ja tickling nt over a fow 
hundred rove. « minule, whoroas the 
ear has increased. to n rond specd 
which, translated ‘into terms of 
ongino rove. on tha low goar that in 
engnyod, represonts two thousand or 
more, it will be uniorstood that a 
terrific strain ts belng {mponed 
through the goars and tranamiasion 
to the tyres, when the clutch fa 
atddenly let in.

A Graham-Paige at 
Brooklands 


After winnlng’ two records onrly 
Jost upring, only to lose thou again 
later in the season, Amorica hag re- 
guiued the 200-Kdlometro and tho 
200-mile international records from 
France, through the performance 
of an eighteylinder Graham-Paige 
on Britain's famous track nt Brook 
luna, * : 

Covering 200 kilometres at an 
average specd of 93.88 — miles 
(161.09 kilometres) per hour, then 
continuing to complete 200 miles at 
ap average of 92.62.miles (148.90 
kilometres) per hour, the four. 
speéd Graham-Paige again took the

placement. 

he record-breaking run was 
made by D. M. K. Marendaz, driv 
ing a standard Graham-Palge model 
conforming to the regulations of

At the opening of: the present 
season, the Snternntional 200-kllo- 
metre nnd 200 mile recérda stood 
to the credit ofa Delage, a French 
car famous for its high speed. In 
April: Its records avere successfully 
attaeked by the Graham-Puige elght, 
which raised the figures to nenrly 
80 miles + (128.75 kilometres) per 
hour, On this occasion, the run 
was made with a five-passenger 
acdan carrying full equipment, the 
first time a closed car had cver 
galned a speed record at Brook.

TYRE WEAR 

When front’ tyre wear is patchy 
and irregular, there Is something 
wrong, and very often the fault can 
be diagnosed as unsatisfactory sct- 
ting of the front wheels, or loose- 
ness in the steering, A car mut 
be mechanically right [f the owner 
is to get maximum tyre service. 
Rear tyre wear js generally uniform, 
except when acceleration and brak- 
ing are so severe as to produce 
wheel spin and locking. Before 
blaming the tyres, It is suggested by 
the Dunlop Co. to ascertain whether 
some mechanical maladjustment is 
causing them to show Irregular 
wear, and if so, to have a proper 
alignment of the wheels made at a 
garage.

If the Philippines Were 
' Given Independence 


‘A DARK’ FUTURE 


Would Destroy Existing Equilibrium 
in the For Enst 
Washington, March 1. 

The United States - withdrawal 
from the Philippine Islands might 
involve the world in a war even 
more devastating than the Inst one, 
is tho bellef of Newton W. Gilbert, 
former vice governor of the Philip- 
pines, ‘ 

Gilbert made many pessimistic 
predictions in a letter he wrote te 
Senator Hiram Bingham,  Re- 
publican of Connectleat and chair- 
man of the senate cammiltee on. 
territories and Insular possessions, 

Senator Bingham will insert In 
the record Gilbert's letter, oppos- 
ing Phittppine independence de. 
mands, when the committee meets 
to conduct its next hearings on 
March 10, 


“Withdrawal of the United States 
from the Philippine Islands would 
destroy the existing equilibrium in 
the Far East," Gilbert wrote, ‘No- 
body can accurately forecust the 
result of Philippine independonce 
but It Is entirely possible that it 
might involve the world in a war 
more devastating than the last 
one.” 


Gilbert predicted that if/the 
Philippines were granted thelr in- 
dependence Chinese would migrate 
to the Islands in such large. num- 
bers that they could not be con- 
trolled, 


“It would require un army. and 
navy to keep the Chinese from 
Philippine shores and that could 
not be done by the Vilipinos,” 
Gilbert wrote, 


Threat to The Masses 


Gilbert said that independence 
would reduce the Filipino masses 
from prosperity to poverty. He as- 
serted that in all’ probability at 
lenat GO years would be required to 
achiave such economie develop- 
ment of the Philippines aa would 
be necessary for the Islands to 
maintain themselves as an inde- 
fendent state. 


. The formér.vice governor recom: 
mended that a commission of the 
best-minds be formed to study the 
Philippine problem in an atmos- 
phere free of politics and selfish 
“consideration. 

Prior to his sojourn in the 
Philippines Gilbert was a member 
of Conyress. He was a judge of 
the court of firat instance in 
Manila before he became secretary 
of public instruction and vice 
governor. He was acting Governor 
General from 1912 to 1918. He 
lived In Manila from 1906 to 1916. 


Long Dream Realized? 


At last the Filipinos may be on 
the eve of realising their tong 
dream of independence, says tho 
Minneapolis Star.

China Unable to Repay 
Foreign Loans? 
OFFICIALS NONPLUSSED 
- Nanking, Yesterday, 
The adoption of a budget for the 
current year will meet with many 
diMculties, which have been clearly 
brought out in the report of the 
Financo Minlstry to the Third 
Plenary Meaoting. The first 
Disbandmont Conference authorised 
an annual military expenditure of 
$192,000,000, besides the disband- 
mont funds. But, due to rebellons 
of the Kwangsi clique and Kuomin- 
chun, tho disbandment was not 
carried out. With the subjugation 
of the two parties, the Disbandment 
Conference reassembled in the hope 
of effecting some tangible resulta, 
The Government has now to face 
another opposition headed by Yon 
Hel-shan. Thus .stupendous sums 
for the coming war, which has not 
entered into previous caloulations, 
will have to bo raised. 


Perusing the military ex- 


include the amounts. expended. in 
the Three Eastern States, Jeho, 
Sui Yuan, Chichor, Shensi, Shan- 
tung, Yunnan, Kwangtung, Kwang- 
si, Kwelchow, and Szechuen. If the 
Money spent in military affairs in 
the whole country Is reckoned up, 
the total amount will reach a 
colossal figuro for such a poor coun- 
try as China, 


How and when .a limit to this 
expenditure can be fixed is an open 
question that {s justly demanded by 
the Ministry in its report. : 


Unicss this difficulty is sur- 
mounted, questions of reconstric- 
tion and the repayment of Internal 
and foreign loans ‘will have to be 
Infd asido for the time being. As 
aptly stated in the report, “The 
whole thing {s pivoted on peace 
prevailing throughout the country. 
Should satisfactory means be found 
to settle the present situation, then 
the many projects contemplated by 
the Government would be carried 
out.”—Canton News Agency.
